CALIFORNIA’S LEGISLATORS CORRUPT. 


Fraud Found by the Grand Jury, but No 
Indictments Could Be Returned. 

San Franorsoo, Cal., Dec. 23.—The grand 
jury made its final report today and was dis- 
charged. The jury is the one which had been 
investigating scandals affecting the members 
of the last Legislature and which returned 
indictments against a number of legislators. 
The Supreme Court of California, however, 
decided against the legality of the jury. In 
its report the grand jury refers to its investi- 
gations as affecting the Legislature, though 
the report is impersonal in substance. The 
jury states that it discovered a great deal 
of corruption. Had not the Supreme Court 
decided it was an illegal body, the jury states 
it would have initiated such measures as would 
have resulted in the permanent abatement of 
this evil and would have returned so many in- 
dictments that the people of the State would 
have been appalled. Regarding the local 
municipal government the jury says the testi- 
mony went to show that the assessments levied 
on a number of corporations by one political 
manager amounted to $100,000 annually and 
that a large number of employés cf the munic- 
ipality have been assessed certain percentages 
of their salaries for political purposes. 
The ‘report, in closing, reviews the 
condition of the various departments. 
Judge Wallace, who was formerly Justice of 
the-State Supreme Court and is now presiding 
Justice of the Superior Court, in accepting the

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had been judicially challenged and anuounced 
to be incompetent and disqualified and that 
their offices were to have been investigated.

house. He then removed Mrs. Mines, who by 
this time had lost consciousness. Drs. 
Schorr and Wheeler worked over the woman 
for some time before they revived her. 
The baby was revived after hard work. A 
lamp had exploded, throwing the burning oil 
over everything. Aside from the damage to 
the house and the utter ruin of $1,000 worth of 
furniture Mrs. Mines mourns the loss of $593 
in new crisp bills which she had the evening 
before placed in her bureau drawer.

THE SECRETARY 18 IN NEW YORK 
ON A WAKLIKE MISSION. 


Merchantmen Available for Transport Serv- 
ice Have Been Viewed by a Eoard—Bal- 
macedans Rearrested on Account of 
Rumors of Another Uprising—No Special 
Message Sent to Congress on the Status 
— The Men Whe Will Head the New 
Chilean Cabinet. 

New Ton, Dec. 23.--[Special.J—If the 
statements of a naval offiter, who should be 
in a pogition to know what is going on in 
naval circles, are correct the United States 
Government will take steps in a few days to 
bring matters in the Chilean affair to a crisis. 
Secretary of the Navy Tracy has becn in New 
York for a week. It is said that his mission 
here is to obtain options for the charter of 
such merchant vessels as the government can 
use to advantage to reinforce the navy. 

The Secretary has been in conference al- 
most daily with Commandant Henry Erben 
of the Brooklyn Navy-Yard, and it is believed 
that he has also seen some of the big'steam- 
ship men. As was related in a dispatch from 
San Francisco Tuesday Admiral Brown has 
secured an option on the new tug Fearless, 
which is speedier than any vessel of the Chilean 
navy. He has also obtained the prices at 
which four of Claus Spreckels’ big steamers 
can be obtained, to be used as transports or 
to be armed if necessary. If the government 
is securing options on tnerchant vessels at San 
Francisco it would Seem natural to suppose 
that it is pursuing the same course in the Port 
of New York, where so many steamships are 
available, 

Within a day or two Commandant Erben 
has said that it was a surprise to him that the 
newspapers had not learned a piecé of news 
that had been under their noses for sev- 
eral days. This was after he had returned 
from one of his daily conferences with Secre- 
tary Tracy. Commandant Erben was a mem- 
ber of the Navy Board of Inspection before he 
was appointed Commandant of the Navy 
Yard. The board, which met in the Postoffice 
Building in this city, inspected all of the mer- 
chant vessels, with the end in view of selecting 
such as might be suitable for service in case 
of war. A report of the results of the inspec- 
tions was sent to Washington and is on file in 
the Navy Department. 

The naval officer who gave the 1 
in this matter said that those men in the navy 
who were close to the Secretary confidently 
predicted that there would be a crisis in the 
Chilean affair within, the next ten days. He 
said that it was understood that President 
Harrison would, in a few days, send 
especial message to Congress advising de- 
cisive measures in dealing with the Chilean 
Government if immediate satisfaction for 
the massacre of the Baltimore’s sailors was 
not given. “ Every available ship of war in 
the United States navy,” said a navy official 
today, “is now in commission and could 
readily concentrate against Valparaiso. All 
we need is a fleet of transports and merchant- 
men.“ 

The members of, the Maritime Exchange do 
not regard seriously the rumor that Secretary 
Tracy is trying to secure options on steam- 
ships. They say there is no occasion for him 
to do 80.

BALMACEDANS AGAIN UNDER ARREST 


Rumors of Another Uprising Lead the Gov- 
ernment to Adopt Precautions,

VALPARAISO, Dec. 23.—For the last few days 
there has been a great deal of talk about an 
uprising of the supporters of Balmaceda, and 
especially on the part of the officers of the 
dead Dictator’s army. The government, in 
consequence of these alarming rumors, has 
adopted the utmost precautions to prevent 
such an occurrence, Ail the visitors to the 
penitentiary and jail have been denied admit- 
tance, and several prominent men, who were 
officials under Balmaceda and who were re- 
leased upon bonds, have been placed again 
in custody. It is intended to keep them there 
— after the inauguration ceremonies Dec. 

There are also stories of a plot to kill Pres- 
ident Jorge Montt and other leading officials 
of the Junta, but any such attempt seems cer- 
tain to prove disastrous to those who under- 
take it. Everything possible has been done 
to prevent the successful accomplishment of 
the rumored plot. 

Congress today, after a careful scrutiny of 
the recent electoral vote, formally proclaimed 
Jorge Montt Balmaceda’ 8 successor as Presi- 
dent of Chile. It may safely be pre- 
dieted that the new Cabinet will 
include Ramon Barros Lucos as 
Minister of the Interior: Francisco Vergura, 
now manager of the bank at Valparaiso, as 
Minister of Hacienda, 6r Finance, and Fran- 
cisco Viel. an able, bright man, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs to succeed Matta, whose reply 
to the American Government’s demand for 
redress in the Baltimore affair called forth 
President Harrison’scriticism in his recent 
message as vabled here. 

Austin Edwards, the banker and one of the 
foremost in the Conservative party, will prob- 
ably retain his present post of Minister of 
Public Works. The proposed scheme relative 
to finances, full particulars of which 
were cabled sometime ago, will 
meet with the opposition of all or almost all 
the bankers, who prefer that their views upon 
the resumption of national finances should 
prevail.

JUDGE COLLINS DECIDES IT TO 
BR UNCONSTITUTIONAL, 


The Statute Conflicts with the United States 
Treaty with Germany—The Issue Raised 
by the Schultze Case—Why the Law 
Was Enacted—Unusual for Inferior 
Courts to Decide Constitutional Points— 
The Case Will Be Appealed—Like Cases 
Are Pending in the Courts, 

Judge Collins yesterday rendered a decision 
declaring that the Alien Land act, pased by 
the General Assembly in 1887—known as the 
Johns act—is unconstitutional, and therefore 
of no effect, 

Such a decision is unusual in the case of a 


) court of interior jurisdiction, The Legisla- 


ture withholds the right to pass on the consti- 
tutionality of a statute from the Appellate 
Court, and Judges of the lower courts, as a 
rule, take the law as it stands, leaving to the 
Supreme Court to pass on the constitutional 
questions, Until such action is taken in this 
case the law will be looked upon with sus- 
picion. 

The decision was rendered in a partition 
suit, brought by Mrs. Louise H. A. Schultze 
against Albert Schultze and Mrs. Anna 
Schomberg, 

George Ludwig Schultze, a citizen of the 
United States, died July 5, 1891, leaving real 
estate on the West Side valued at $2,000. His 
heirs-at-law are: Mrs. Louise H. A. Schultze, 
the widow, residing at Hanseatic, Germany ; 
Albert Schultze, a brother, residingin Chi- 
cago and a citizen of the United States; and 
Mrs. Anna Schomberg, a resident of Bremen, 
Germany. 

Shortly after her husband’s death the widow 
in Germany filed a bill in the Circuit Court 
for a division of the estate, and the sister and 
brother of George L. Schultze were made 
party defendants. A pleato the suit raised 
the question of the validity of the alien law. 
The statute provides that non-resident aliens 
shall not be capable of acquiring title to or 
taking or holding any lands or real estate in 
this State by descent, devise, purchase, or 
otherwise. If this were good law the brother 
would get one-fourth of the property and the 
residue would revert to the State. 

For the widow Attorney Vocke mate the 
point that the act of 1887 was contrary to the 
Constitution and, therefore, void. He main- 
tained that there was a treaty between the 
United States ana Germany to the effect that 
non-residents in either country could hold 
property for three years. This could not be 
changed by State legislation. 

Judge Collins held that the act was in con- 
flict with the treaty between the two coun- 
tries. He thought the alien law. was a piece 
of nonsense and that the Legislature must 
have been mad when it passed the act. He 
was bound by the Constitution and must con- 
sequently declare the act of 1887 void. 

The plea instituted by the brother was 
overruled, a decree of partition was entered, 
and, by consent of Attorney; A. Schroder, the 
case will be taken to the Supreme Court. 

Reason for Passing the Law. 

The act which Judge Collins denounces and 
declares unconstitutional was passed in re- 
sponse to a quite general demand to get rid 
of William Scully and other aliens who had 
obtained possession of large tracts of land in 
Logan, Sangamon, Grundy, Tazewell, and 
other counties in Central and Northern Ili- 
nois and who had established there the Irish 
rack-renting system. There was hardly any 
opposition to the bill at the time of its pass- 


- | age. The-only fault found with it was tha 


the efforts of Senator Bass 60 a8 not to apply 
to foreign owners of realty in cities and incor- 
porated towns, or in cases where the alien 
had, even after the property came into his 
possession, declared his intention to become a 
United States citizen. 

There are several other cases now pending 
in the courts to which the decision will apply, 
if it is upheld. One is the case of some French 
Canadians, who claim the ownership of a large 
tract of property near Englewood under the 
will of their father, who was a resident and 
citizen of the United States at the time of his 
demise, 


INSANE THROUGH CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


A Prominent Citizen of San Francisco Be- 
comes Infatuated and Loses His Reason. 
San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 28.— Special. 

Christian science has unsettled the mind of 
Capt. Winslow G. Hall, a wealthy shipbuilder 
of Frisco, and he has been sent to a private 
asylum. Capt. Hall is a man of about 55, a 
bachelor, and one of the most esteemed busi- 
ness-men in the city. Some eighteen months 
ago he commenced to visit meetings hela by 
the Christian scientists. Gradually his inter- 
est in their doctrines and their work grew, 
and as time passed he became not only an ar- 
dent believer in all their teachings but also a 
regular attendant at all their assemblies and 
liberal contributor to their treasury. The 
Captain became more and more infatuated 
with his new religion, thinking of it and talk- 
ing about it continually, until it seemed to 
take entire possession of his mind. Finally 
about a week ago he gave evident signs that 
his mind had broken down under its self-im- 
posed strain. His relatives were summoned, 
and after examination the Captain was sent 
to the asylum. He is in the prime of life, and 
before this infatuation was a very sensible 
man.

DASTARDLY USE OF DYNAMITE AT ST. JO.

Attempt to Destroy an Entire Family by 
an i xplosion, 

Sr. Josxrn, Mo., Dec. 23.—[{Special.]—An 
attempt to exterminate an entire family with 
dyndmite miscarried by the merest accident 
in the city at an early hour this morning. At 
1 a. m. the fire department was called to the 
Lafayette House, a row of frame tenement 
houses in the south end of the city. Fire was 
found to be taging in a room on the ground 
floor, and with great difficulty the inmates, 
consisting of Samuel Yates, wife, and three 
childrei., were gotten out. Scarcely had they 
left the building when two heavy reports were 
heard and the structure collapsed like a house 
of cards. Just as the explosion oceurred the 
firemen were preparing to raise a. ladder 
against the building, and had they sueceeded 
several of them would have been hurled into 
the blazing ruins. After the fire was ex- 
tinguished an investigation of the cause of the 
explosion was made, when a plot to take five 
human lives was revealed. Just above the 


room occupied by the Yates family is an 


apartment empty with the exception of a bed. 
Some person had entered this room, cuta 
hole in the plastering, and lowered two 
dynamite bombs toa part between the walls 
directly opposite the bed occupied by Mr. and 
Mrs. Yates. The fuse was attached to the bed 
in the empty room, the bed saturated with 
kerosene, and then set on fire. Had the ex- 
plosion occurred* before the members of the 
Yates family had escaped from the room they 
would have been blown to pieces, Yates 
claims to have no enemies, and cannot ac- 
count for the attempt to destroy himself and 
his family. The loss on the building and 
furniture will amount to about $500.

M. Field, testified that young Mr. Field was 
undoubtedly insane. " 

Mrs. Edward M. Field, wife of the man 
whose identity is in question, testified that her 
husband had been acting strangely for two 
years. Formerly he was affectionate, but 
* the last year he had become morose 
and ul-natured. Her husband uently 
spoke to her during the summer of some 
grand financial scheme, and tried to tell her 
of it, but it would suddenly vanish from his 
min He began to talk incoherently, and 
stared vacantly at friends whom he chanced 
to meet. e had always considered 
his sense of honor paramount to ali 
else. He had recently spoken to her of finan- 
cial actions he had made and when reproached 
by ber would deny that he had ever made 
them. In her opinion there was no doubt as 
to her husband’s poe 5 

Drs. Allen Fitch and Frank H. Ingram, ex- 
verts in insanity, testified that the; had ex- 
ammed Edward M. Field several times and 
declared most positively that he was insane. 

The case was then submitted and the jury 
retired. After being out ten minutes they re- 
turned with a verdict stating that Edward M. 
Field was a lunatic and not responsible for his 
actions. ‘The vérdict was unanimous, The 
jury consisted of twenty-four men, who 

istened with marked attention to the evidence 
resented and returned their verdict without 
arming argument. The jury also found Mr. 
Field’s personal property to be worth $20,000, 

The condition of Cyrus W. Field is con- 
sidered more hopeful today than it has been 
for some time.

At the office of the Secretary of the Union 
Stock-Yards a small force of men, under the 
guidance of Statistician P. J. Dargan, is com- 
piling the annual record of receipts and ship- 
ments of live stock for the year 1891. 
Estimating the closing days of this month, 
the movement is as follows: Receipts of 
cattle, 3,308,669 ; calves, 205,010 ; hogs,8,848, 500; 
sheep, 2,202,824, and horses, 95,959 head. These 
figures, compared with those of 1890, show a 
decrease of 180.000 cattle and an increase of 
20,000 sheep, while 1,185,000 more hogs arrived 
than during the grea year. Twenty-six

THE COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND MEANS. } 


Speaker Crisp announced his committees 
yesterday and put an end to the protracted 
agony of the Democratic members, especially 
of those who had voted for Mr. Mills. 

The Chairmanship of the Committee on 
Ways and Means was given to Mr. Springer. 
There bas been no question for some days 
that such would be the case. Disgusted 
Democrats will say that Mr. Crisp carried out 
the bargain to which he owed his election. It 
would be nearer the mark to say that Mr. 
Mills’ selection was impossible, because a 
majority of the House 1s against his peculiar 
tariff policy. Of the other Democratic mem- 
bers of the committee some have had previous 
experience. McMillin of Tennessee and Tur- 
ner of Georgia served on it in the last House, 
and Wilson of West Virginia in the preceding 
one. Messrs. Montgomery of Kentucky, 
Whiting of Michigan, Shively of Indiana, and 
Stevens of Massachusetts are fairmen. The 
assignment of Bourke Cockran to the com- 
mittee is an absurdity unless he is put there 
as a representative of Tammany to see that 
Mr. Springer behaves himself. The two 
Breckinridges, who were members four years 
ago, were left off by the Speaker because of 
their friendship for Mr. Mills and the fear 
that they might be too free trade in their 
notions. All the Republican members with 
the exception of Mr. Dalzell have been on the 
committee before. 

After the official announcement of Mr. 
Springer’s appointment was made that gentle- 
man restated his tunff policy, thus: 

So far as the present Congress is concerned I 
favor the removal of the duty ona few articles 
only. Every voter and housewife knows what 
was accomplished by placing sugar on the free 
list. If wecan do the same thing with wool and 
a few other articles it will be all that we can hope 
to do at present. 

Mr. Springer should spend the holidays in 
the preparation of his little bills, so that he 
may be able to lay them before the committee 
when he returns. Ihe most important one 
will be that taking the duty off wool, which 
should be accompanied by one reducing the 
compensating duties on woolens. But Mr. 
Stevens, who isa woolen manufacturer him- 
self, may be inclined to go slow on that point, 
while Mr. Cockran may suggest that Gov. 
Hill would prefer that nothmg be done. It 
is best to wait awhile and see what the fate 
of Mr. Springer’s little bills will be. Possibly 
most of them will “die a-bornin’.”’ 


THE NEW YORK PRESS AND THE FAIR. 

The batteries of the New York papers at 
last are turned upon the Sun of that city for 
its infamously malicious treatment of Chicago 
and the World’s Fair. The World says that 
hostility on the part of New York, inspired by 
jealousy of Chicago, would be a manifestation 
of narrow-minded provincialism of which any 
great city would justly feel ashamed and 
which in the metropolis would be absurd.“ It 
then raps its conte mporary sharply over the 
knuckles as follows:

THE a BOARD’S DO-NOTHING 


POLICY. 

When the President of the Deahiag Board 
announced two weeks ago the new program 
of operations dictated to him by Mr. Cooley, 
the ruhng mind of the present majority, he 
said that the intention was to get the right of 
way at once for five miles this side of Joliet 
and to begin the work of excavating the double- 
capacity channel in the rock by the Ist of 
July. 

One objection to that project is its expen- 
siveness. Mr. Cooley proposes that the exca- 
vating shall be done in a dry channel. Gov- 
ernment engineers of the highest standing 
have stated expiicitly that rock can be re- 
moved in a wet channel for half what it can 
in a dry one, providing there are facilities for 
carrying away the material in scows. If the 
channel were begun at the Chicago end a wa- 
ter route would be provided for the cheap re- 
moval of the excavated stone, which could be 
earried cheaply in scows to points on the lake 
shore where filling has to be done and be 
dumped there. 

But if the work in the stone is commenced 
at the southern end, the cheapest way of 
handling the débris will be to pile it up on the 
banks. As stone when broken up takes about 
twice the room that it does before removal, 
and as the cut to be made will be in many 
placés thirty-six feet below the surface, the 
channel will be lined by a pile of rubbish 
about seventy-two feet high. The cost of lift- 
img a masa of material from so deep a cut to 
so high an elevation will be enormous. if the 
members of the board ever get bids on this 
job their eyes may de opened to the folly of 
their undertaking. 

It will be some time, however, before they 


hear frown contractors. The work of excava- 


tion near Joliet will not begin by July 1, nor 
will the right of way be secured by that time. 
According to the local attorney who has 
charge of the condemnation proceedings, it is 
possible that the right of way in Will County 
may be obtained next year, providing settle- 
ments are made with as many land-owners as 
possible out of court and the proceedings are 
pushed vigorously. Lawyers are generaily a 
little too sanguine. Courts do not move as 
fast as they think they will. There is no like- 
lihood that a foot of earth or of stone wili be 
taken out near Joliet next year. 

This is the result of electing Drainage Trus- 
tees who were pledged to an ‘“‘energetic and 
economic poliey. They propose an extrava- 
gant plan and are making preparations to 
spend,the next twelve months or more in do- 
ing nothing except undoing what their pred- 
ecessors have done. The voters of the Sani- 
tary District made a very poor investment last 
month, 


THE POPE’S COMPLAINTS. 

The Pops of Rome once more is complain- 
ing of the conduct ofthe alleged enemies of 
the church. In his allocution at the consistory 
of Dec. 14 he said that the church was encom- 
passed on all sides by these enemies. Not 
content with displaying their hatred in words 
they had proceeded to acts of violence against 
peaceful foreigners who come to Rome act- 
uated by filial piety and free from political 
aims, their filial piety having led them to 
deface public monuments, to insult the mem- 
ory of Victor Emmanuel, and to make public 
display of their hatred of the Italian authori- 
ties. Upon the same occasion the Pope gare 
expression to his tiresome complaint that the 
liberty of the Pontiff to communicate with the 
outer world was becoming more and more 
curtailed and the situation more difficult; “* by 
waging war on the Papacy its enemies hoped 
to weaken and proscribe the name of Chris- 
tianity,” and mpch other stuff of the same 
silly and baseless sort. 

In closing his allocution the Pope hoped 
that tbe heads of States would give earnest 
consideration to the position of the church.“ 
and that all Catholics would act in unison 
with him to fornr “ a perpetual league against 
the assaults of the impious,” as it is for their 
interests to uphold the authority of the 
church as the greatest moral power in the 
world.” The appeal of the Pope will not 
wake any impression upon the heads of States. 
We doubt whether it will have any effect tn 
inducing Catholics to join him in a league 
against the Italian people who believe in ren- 
dering unto Cesar the things that are Cæsar's. 
There is not a particle of greater justification 
or excuse for these false accusations against 
the italian Government and people than there 
haa been at any time during the last twenty- 
one years. The wheels of human progress are 
not going to be set back to gratify the 
political ambition of an Italian priest 
who wishes to assume temporal sovereign- 
ty over a part of Italy, and that 
part its ancient capital, in the face of the fact 
that 90 per cent of the voters of Rome and 
the peninsula are resolutely opposed to it, and, 
if necessary, would resist it by force. The 
temporal sovereignty of the Pope is a dead is- 
sue, a lost cause. It never can be secured 
again without setting the world back—a feat 
impossible, even for a Pope. The Roman 
Pontiff would realize this if he did not volun- 
tarily and willfully shut himself out from com- 
munication with the outside world. His com- 
plaints therefore are as absurd as they are 
gyoundless and will fallupon ears so accus- 
tomed to this querulousness that they have 
long ceased to attach any significance to it. 


ARID LANDS. 


Senator Dolph of Oregon has introduced a 


bilb providing for the loaning of money by the 
United States to States or Territories for the 
purpose of aiding in the construction of reser- 
voirs and conduits to be used to furnish a 
water supply for irrigating lanas now arid in 
the West. The bill provides that not more 
thao $2,500,000 in any one year, nor tnore than 
a total of $10,000,000, shall be so loaned to any 
single State or Territory. It proposes the 
issue of irrigation bonds bearmg interest at 
the rate of 1 per cent per annum, redeemable 
m five years and maturing in fifty years, the 
Secretary of the Treasury to issue notes to the 
par value of the bonds. 

The United States Government has no 
money to spend on any such project as this, 
and no right to lend its credit for any such 
purpose. Congress has the power to borrow 
money on the credit of the Nation, but not to 
lend money to any State, corporation, or in- 
dividual upon any security whatever. It is 
probable the bill will be met and fought with 
this constitutional objection, and if not the 
project should be opposed as at once unwise 
and impracticable. The proper thing to do is 
for the government to cede the arid lands un- 
der carefully considered terms to the States 
and Territories in which they lie for aid to 
irrigation. These lands are worth nothing to 
the General Government so long as they lack 
arrangements for irrigating them, and it can- 
not undertake to provide such means over a 
million square miles of the “great desert. 
If the improvement were undertaken or guar- 
anteed by the United States at all it would be 
far better to undertake the work directly than 
to parcel it out among the several States and 
father the responsibility of paying the bills. 
But it has no right to assume such a load, es- 


pecially as it has already parted with about 
wee.

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and money spent on it. That would involve 
the making of large appropriat.ons of money 
to reclaim the lande, with no certainty that 


the taxpayers contributing the cash would re- 


ceive benefit: from the sale of the property. 


This. is not properly a function of the Gov- 


the arid lands to the several States. The lat- 


ter can best frarce laws suited to the peculiar 


conditions of each case. They are now charged 
with the responsibility and expense of super- 
vising the public waters, but havé not posses- 
sion of the. land itself, by which alone they 
can hope to derive a revenue out of which to 
pay the costs of improvement. If the lands 
were ceded the States could undertake to ren- 
der valuable vast areas that are now unpro- 
ductive and unremunerative alike to the Na- 
tion, the State, and the homeseeker. They 
could then charge to the settler the cost of 
reclamation and give good title to the prop- 
erty. The probability is they would expe- 
rience no difficulty in borrowing all the money 
required for making the improvements, if 
they were willing to pay fair rates of interest, 
and they ought not to expect to get the use of 
money otherwise. That 1 per cent feature of 
the Dolph bill should of itself be sufficient to 
eondemn the thing in the mind of every hon- 
est man, who can see no reason why he should 
be made a party to lending money at rates 
impossible in business circles. The State Gov- 
ernment is the proper agency for improving 
the arid lands, and needs no other assistance 
than the highly proper one of ceding to it the 
property to be benetited by the work. 


THE EXHAUSTED POLICE APPROPRIATION. 

The money appropriated by the Council last 
March to meet the expenses of the Police De- 
partment for the current year was about used 
up by the end of November. In order that 


the policemen mignt be paid for their Decem- 


ber services the Council, with only two nega- 
tive votes, directed the City Treasurer to 
transfer $225,000 from the general fund to the 
police fund. He refuses to comply on the 
ground that the order is illegal. This will not 
make him popular with the patrolmen, who 
say that as Kiolbassa was on the force himself 
in the days when he was a Republican and used 
to get his December pay in time to buy Christ- 
mas presents for his children, he ought to 
have a little fellow-feeling for his old associ- 
ates. 

The City Treasurer seems to be technically 
correct in his position. It is true that what 
he refuses to do now has been done before by 
other Treasurers, nor would he run any risk 
if he followed their example. If Mr, Cregier 
had been elected Mayor instead of Mr. Wash- 
burne the Treasurer’s conscience would not 
have been so tender. He might have regretted 
the loss of a little interest on deposits, but he 
would have accommodated the policemen. 
The present condition of affaira gives him an 
opportunity to embarrass a Republican ad- 
ministration, and he is by no means unwilling 
to avail himself of it, even though that em- 
barrassment was due primarily to the reck- 
lessness of the preceding Democratic one, 
which drew recklessly on the police appropri- 
ation during the first three months of the 
year, for the purpose of subsidizing political 
workers and reélecting Cregier. The pay- 
rolls were stuffed with bummers, and the 
funds were squandered on them. 

It cannot be said. however, that the present 
city authorities are free from blame. When 
they found out in April how the appropria- 
tion was depleted they should have cut their 
coat according to their cloth. They should 
have reduced the number of patrolmen or 
their pay. Or they should have adopted the 
method laid down in the charter of increasing 
the appropriation... The law by which the city 
officers are governed says that the Council 
must pass the appropriation bill during the 
first quarter of the year: 


And in such ordinance shall specify the objects 
and purposes for which such appropriations are 
made and the amount appropriated for each ob- 
ject or purpose. No further appropriations shall 
be made at any other time within such fiscal year, 
unless the proposition to make each appronpria- 
tion has been first sanction bya majority of the 
legal voters, either by a petition signed by them 
or at a general or special election duly called 
therefor. . . Neither the City Council nor 
any department or officer of the corporation shall 
add to the corporation expenditures in any one 
year anything over and above the amount pro- 
vided for in the annual appropriation bill of that 
year. 


These provisions of the law have not been 
observed strictly in the past. It will be safer 
to adhere to them in the future. Hence the 
course of the City Treasurer, though dictated 
by partisan motives, may have good results. 
The Mayor and the Council ought to have 
dealt with this police appropriation question 
in April or May and not have postponed it to 
so late an hour. 


THE NICARAGUA CANAL, 

The recent address of President Warner 
Miller of the Nicaragua Canal company be- 
fore the New York Chamber of Commerce, 
explaining what already has been accom- 
plished, what remains to be done, and what 
the cost will be, was a plain, business-like 
statement to business-men, but at the same 
time it was full of suggestions to Congress in- 
dicating the necessity of government control 
of the great undertaking. These suggestions, 
however, were nut made by President Miller. 
They are contained in the statistics them- 
selves. Mr. Miller himself went so far as to 
declare at the very outset of his address: “TI 
have simply this to say: that the company 
under my management has never asked the 
government to assist in this undertaking and 
that under my management it never will ask 
such assistance. I wart to say this more em- 
phatically, for I have been grossly misrep- 
resented in this matter by portions of the 
public press, not through malice at ail, but 
simply through misinformation.” 

It certainly should not be necessary for the 
company to ask the government for assistance 
in the completion of this great national proj- 
ect. Itshould appeal to the government on 
its own merits. As was pointed out both in 
the President’s message and in the report of 
the Secretary of the Navy, the direct saving 
to the Government of the United States in the 
use of its naval vessels would pay the entire 
cost of this work within a short series of 
years.” It is of the utmost consequence from 
the naval point of view that the government 
should keep the control of the canal. It seems 
needless to urge its importance in case 
of trouble with any Asiatic or South 
American power. Such control would 
enormously enhance the activity and ability of 
our fleets. If there were no other considera- 
tion this alone would be sufficient to warrant 
the government in taking such control. But 
the. commercial necessities are no less press- 
mg. The President has recommended that 
the work should be completed at the smallest 
possible cost and in the shortest possible time 
to avoid an expenditure double what it should 
be under the guarauty of the govern- 
ment and to avoid the consequent impo- 
sition of a heavy and altogether needless bur- 
den of tolis upon our commerce and 
that of the world.” A table accompanying 
President Miller's address, showing the dis- 
tances that will be saved by the canal, indi-

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HOW THE n AND CHILEAN CASES 
IFFER. 


A local 1 paper says: 

It has been in this country that an 
exact similarity existed between the occurrences 
at New Orleans and at Valparaiso. This has not 
been met by supporters of the administration. 
It must be answered before it will be possible for 
the adminstration to a dollar in a war 
with Chile. It was in the case of the New 


for the actions of the mob; 
that residents of New Orleans owing allegiance to 
other powers must take their chances in the 
courts of the vicinage. The sailors from the Bal- 
timore were assailed while in the streets of a 
Chilean city. They have more nor less 
rights than were admitted to been possessed 
by the victims of the New Orleans mob. 


The dissimilarity between the New Orleans 
and Valparaiso cases is this: In the former a 
number of men of Italian birth, who had been 
residents of the city for some years, and all of 
whom, with perhaps two exceptions, had be- 
come citizens of the United States or de- 
clared their intention of doing so, were 
charged with having plotted and executed the 
murder of a city officer, They were popularly 
believed to be guilty, A jury having failed to 
convict them they were lynched. Their lives 
were not taken away because they were Ital- 
ians, but because they were believed to be 
murderers—not because of their nationality, 
but because of their alleged acts. Had they 
been French, German, or English they would 
have met the same fate. 

When the Chileans attacked the American 
sailors at Valparaiso, killing some and wound- 
ing others, they did not do so because of any 
acts these sailors had committed, but simply 
because they were in the service of the United 
States and wore its uniform. Other seamen 
traveled the streets of Valparaiso, some wear- 
ing German and some English uniforms. 
Their conduct was no more exemplary than 
that of the American sailors, but the latter 
were attacked and the former were not. The 
Chilean mob assaulted the latter that they 
might show their detestation of Americans. 

The New Orleans case was one of an injury; 
that at Valparaiso was one of an injury and an 
insult. The Chileans not merely injured cer- 
tain citizens of the United States whom the 
country is bound to defend, but insulted 
the Nation. It may seem to Democratic 
papers that the added element of insult counts 
for nothmg, but people generally will think 
differently. They willalso attach weight to 
the fact that the men who were murdered and 
wounded by the Chileans wore the uniform of 
the American navy. Had these men belonged 
on a merchant vessel the attack committed on 
them would have been looked on as an out- 
rage, but it would have lacked those peculiar 
features of insult which caused this Valparaiso 
affair to create so much indignation among 
most Americans. 


Some ofthe Western pc pers are deploring the 
recent freight blockade as keeping from mar- 
ket large quantities of corn that could otherwise 
have been sold at good prices. It is possible 
to misstate the case, and some of them have 
done so. If the corn could havé been shipped 
faster the price would have declined to suit 
the increase of supply as related to the de- 
mand. The market in this city has sunk 
withm the last day or two simply for the rea- 
son that the movement is on the.increase, and 
this though the Eastern lines are being opened 
so as to permit the shipment of liberal con- 
signments to the seaboard. The great weak- 
ness in corn two years ago was a direct cunse- 
quence of the freedom with which the grain 
was offered by country holders. They pressed 
it on buyers faster than the latter could take 
care of it, and the consequence was prices re- 
ceded to the lowest point known in a quarter 
ofacentury. The probability is prices will 
not go so low this time, as there is a good for- 
eign demand for the grain, which bids fair to 
continue all through the winter. But at best 
the export movement can carry off only a 
small percentage of the crop, and it will be 
quite possible to beat prices down to a low 
point as compared with those of today if the 
corn is pressed on the market in such volume 
as it was the winter before last. There is a 
wide difference between holding back accord- 
ing to the sense of the word as used in a re- 
cent Alliance circulat about wheat and bemg 
content to market the property in moderation. 


Tere are numerous L roads for Chi- 
cago on paper but none in operation. Still 
others on paper are promised. The construc- 
tion ot the roads which have been commenced 
have dragged because of the looseness of the 
ordinances and the cupidity of the promoters. 
The Councilin passing the ordinances per- 
mits too much time for construction and op- 
eration.

In the 
ordinances for L roads now pending be- 
fore the Council the “injunction clause is 
conspicuous. It needs amending, or, better 
still, elimination. The streets of the city are 
now overlaid with rusting iron beams sup- 
posed to be portions of the L roads, They 
ought to be used or pulled down, The in- 
junction clause alone and the too easy-going 
methods of the Council are responsible for the 
delays. When will we really have an “L”’ 
road in operation?

ABYSSINIA’S PEOPLE SAFELY LANDED. 


Accounts of the Burning of the Steamer 
Show Little I. xcitement Kxisted. 

Lorpox, Dec. 23.—The North German Lloyd 
steamer Spree, Capt. Willigerod, from New 
York, having on board the passengers and 
crew of the burnt Guion Line steamer Abys- 
sinia, did not arrive at Southampton until 9 
o’clock last night, and it was not until after 
midnight that the people from the Abyssinia 
were all ashore. The Third Officer says that 
after the Abyssinia left New York, Dec. 13, 
everything proceeded as usual until Friday, 
Dec. 18. At three bells (1:30 o'clock) that day 
smoke was noti¢ed issuing from beneath the 
hatches of the third hold, in which the cotton 
was stowed. An investigation showed 
that the fire had eaten into the 
— until it was beyond control 

the crews of the boat made everything 
ready for abandoning the steamer. The pas- 
sengers then entered the boats assigned to 
them, and the small craft were lowered. Capt. 
Murray thought the burning steamer might 
be sighted by a passing vessel, and gave orders 
to the captains of the lifeboats to lie in the 
vicinity. They had not been drifting long be- 
fore the Spree hove in sight, in a short 
time ali hands in the boats reached the decks 
of the Spree in safety. 

A passenger on the Abyssinia narrates u 
story that does not agree in some of its minor 
details with the foregoing. This passenger 
says that the flames spread with such rapidity 
that every one knew that the steamer was 
doomed and the most intense excitement pre- 
vailed. A number of the crew became panic- 
stricken and two of them jumped into the 
sea. There were same cool heads, however, 
and no time was lost in attempting to save 
the two men who had thrown themselves over- 
board. One man was rescued, but the other 
one was drowned. Capt. Murray preserved 
his calm demeanor throughout and 
soon restored the panic-stricken mem- 
bers of his crew to a state of 
perfect discipline. During the excitement 
the Spree was seen in the di ce, and its 
presence and the fact that it was heading for 
the Abyssinia tended greatly to calm ‘the ex- 
citement. When the Sp neared the Abys- 
sinia it sent two of its boats to help take off 
the people of the burning steamer. All the 
passengers’ luggage and every bit of the cargo 
was lost. 

It was 4 o’clock this morning when the first 
of the Abyssinia’s ple, comprising thirty- 
four passengers and eight of the crew, reached 
Waterloo station by rail from Southampton. 
The party was conducted by Purser Brandt, 
and all looked depressed in the midst of the 
dense fog which filled the atation. They were 
met at the railway station by the agent of the 
Guion line sent the party immediately to 
Liverpool.

At that 
time he was told that the ship was on fire and 
he sawsmoke coming from the hold. Purser 
Brandt added: We got the hose stretched 
and the dunkey engines started. e wor 
as hard as we possibly could to get at the fire, 
but almost immediately the flames burst 
through where we were working and drove us 
off. At the same time the watch reported that 
the Spree was standing up in the offing, we 
signaled to her, and she bore down to us and 
sent off boats to our assistance. Before two 
hours and a half had en the Abyssinia 
was a mass of flames. e purser further 
said that when the fire Was first discovered 
great excitement prevailed. This speedily 
subsided, however, anc the passengers and 
crew afterward behaved admirably. When 
the order was givento abandon the ship 
everybody left her as coolly as though they 
were going aboard the tender at Liverpool. 
Mr. Brandt spoke highly of the treatment ac- 
— the Abyssinia’s people on board the 

pree. 

Capt. Murray reported to the owners of the 
Abyssinia immediately on arriving in Liver- 
pool. He says that the fire was first discov- 
ered at 12:40 p. m. Alarm was allayed by the 
knowledge that the Spree was visible and was 
being signaled. Meanwhile the Captain di- 
rected vigorous efforts to cope with tne 
flames. Finding these efforts hopeless he took 
steps to transfer the passengers and crew. The 
weather was fine at the time and the transfer 
was accomplished without difficulty, being 
finished at 4:15 p. m., when the Spree imme- 
diately steamed away. The Abyssinia was then 
ablaze from stem tostern and - before it was lost 
to sight her mainmast had gone by the board. 
But for the appearance of the Spree the con- 

uences might have been terrible. The 
Abyssinia carried a general cargo, but it is 
not known whether fire broke out 
in the cotton or not, The owners 
deny the statement that two of the 
Abyssinia’s crew jum overboard snd that 
one was drowned. There was no loss of life. 
The mistake rose from the fact that the Spree 
picked up a boat containing two men who had 
set out from the steamer ionia to ask assist- 
ance, one of whom was drow

CHINESE BRIGANDS DEFEATED. 


One Body of the Rebels Broken Up and 
Manv Are Killed. 
[sPECTAL CABLE. | 

Suancuar, Dec. 23.—Another furious battle 
was fought yesterday between the imperial 
troops and the remnants of the band formerly 
led by Lu Yi Sung, who was oeheaded 
three weeks ago. The band has been 
continuing its outrages against life and 
property and has increased to nearly 
‘Sunday they made 
such a hostile demonstration in the Province 
of Shih Taung that the Viceroy dispatched a 
body of 400 soldiers under the command of a 
Brigadier-General to disperse them. This 
small force was closely hemmed in and had 
not remforcements hastened to them 
they would have been exterminated. With 
these reinforcements bered 
about 900 and succeede 
insurgents from their position and they took 
up a strong stand a few miles beyord. Yes- 
terday the imperial force came up with the 
band at Nalao, which was the scene of the 
previous battle when their leader was 
captured. The fighting was desperate, 
but the imperial troops were handled 
with skill, and the entire band was 
dispersed, the majority being killed. Of those 
v ho escaped death a large number were made 
prisoners, and will probably be decapitated. 
A few succeeded in getting across the border 
and away. While this does not remove one of 
the principal bodies of the insurgents, it dis- 
perses a band that was very troublesome. 

Scotch Miesionary Coburn in an interview 
said he was unable vo trace either a political 
or a religious motive for the recent — 
The outrages were merely due to hat of 
foreigners. The soldiery sided with the rab- 
ble in the attack at Iehang.

It 
is well known that the authorities privately 
hate foreigners.“

Dus, Dec. 23.—This was the great day in 
the battle for supremacy between the rival 
fations of the Irish Parliamentary party. It 
is conceded that the election which took place 
in Waterford is tne decisive struggle in the 
Irish fight, and upon it.will depend the future 
course of the factions. It was thought m 
some quarters that the day would be marked 
by disturbances, and extra precautions were 
taken by the authorities to suppress any dis- 
order that might arse. Squads of 
police were detailed to guard each polling- 
booth, with instructions to preserve the peace 
at all hazards. When the booths were opened 


— a number of voters were ready to cast 
ir ballots. re was no disorder and 
everything passed along quietly. There was 
no delay in the proceedings and the voting 
proceeded briskly. The polling was heavy, 
which Mr. Davitt thinks is favorable to him- 
self. He said that his friends thought that 
his majority would be 300, but that he was of 
opinion that the contest would be ve close 
and that 100 would be the utmost possible ma- 
jority in his favor.

THE RULING FAMILIES OF EUROPE. 


They Are Descended from Two Sisters—In- 
vesticating Genealogical Records, 

It is not generally known that the reigning 
houses of Europe, with few exceptions, are de- 
scended from two sisters, the one being the 
mother of almost all of the Catholic Princes 
and Princesses and the other of the majority 
of those ot the Evangelical confession. The 
late Fredérick Theodore Richter, the historian, 
first discovered this interesting historical fact 
in The genealogical records of the vari- 
ous families in proof of the assertion of Rich- 
ter, however, have just been published for the 
first time by Dr. Ottokar Lorenz, Professor of 
History in the University of Jena, in his 
* alogical Hand-Book and School Atlas.“ 

he parents of the two sisters whose de- 
scetidants have become so powerful were two 
German rulers of comparative insignificance: 
Duke Louis Rudolph of Brunswick-Wolfen- 
buettel, who died in 1735, and his wife, 
Christine Louis, who departed this life in 
1747, a daughter of Prince Albrecht Ernst of 
Oetti The elder daughter of the ducal 
air, incess Klizabeth Christine, after 
— conversion to the Catholic Church, mar- 
ried in 1708 the subeequent Emperor Charles 
Germany. 1 inpress Elizabeth 
Christine, through her daughter, Maria Ther- 
esia, is the qncestor of the houses of Hapsburg- 
Lothringia, Tuscany, Sicily, and Modena, and 
—through the marriages of female descend- 
aifts—the reigning families of Portugal Bra- 
zil, and Italy (Savoy Carignan), Saxony, the 
present reiguing families of Spain and Bava- 
ria, the Spanish Bourbons, and all of the Or- 
leans family. These descendants number all 
told about 400, and belong in the majority of 
instances to the Catholic Church. 

The second daughter of the ducal pair men- 
tioned above, the Princess Antoinette Amalie. 
married her cousin, Duke Ferdinand II. of 
Brunswick-Bevern. The fruits of this mar- 
ri were three daughters—the Princesses 
Lonise, Amalie, and Julianne—and one son— 
the Duke Carl.

An Enlightened Armenian Punished for 
Translating the Koran. 

New York Recorder: Because he translated 
the Koran and dared to compare Mohamme- 
danism with Christianity Joseph Dahakjian, 
a gifted Armenian, is a penniless immigrant, 
broken down in health and without occupa- 
tion ina strange country. He related his 
story at the Barge Office yesterday. 

Dahakjian was born in Diahbekih, Armenia, 
twenty-six years ago. His parents were fairly 
prosperous and sent him to school early. He 
attended Harpoot College in Middle Turkey 
for many years, graduating with high honors, 
Lateron he became a teacher in Trebizond. 
He became familiar with five Janguages and 
gave much attention to the study of the Koran 
5 well as to the systems of Brahma and Bud 


a. 
About three years ago he completed a trans- 
lation of the Koran into English. He then 
went into an analytical comparison of the 
Koran with the Bible, and published a treatise 
giving the result of his deductions. Both 
ks attained some circulation and reached 
the notice of the Sultan. The young author 
was unaware that his book was objectionable 
to the Father of Islam. He decided to come 
to America and went to Constantinople to 
complete his arrangements. He was recog- 
nized there by an officer of the Sultan and was 
summarily arrested and thrown into prison. 
His trial occupied several weeks. The 
judgment was that his head be cut off. The 
attention of Sir William White, the British 
Minister, was attracted to the ease, and he 
interested himself in the young man’s behalf. 
Through his influence a second trial was 
ordered. He was again adjudged guilty and 
ree condemned to have his tongue tora out by 
roots. The British Minister again inter- 
ceded for Dahakjian and as a result the mat- 
ter was referred to what would correspond to 
our Supreme Court. The sentence was then 
moditied to imprisonment for 101 years. The 
author was thrown into prison. His cell was a 
narrow apartment underground. No light was 
rer gl to enter, and the air was damp and

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AT LIBERTYVILLE, ILL. 


Thomas Dawson, Secretly Infatuated with 
Ida Rutzen, Fatally Wounds the Girl 
and Then Kills Himself—A Lynching 
Party’s Work Foiled—How the Tragedy 
Took Place—Dawson Thought to Have 
Been an Army Deserter—His Home Sup- 
posed to Be New York. 

Ida Kutzen, daughter of Farmer Fredenck 
Rutzen, whose farm adjoins the Town of 
Libertyville, IIl., wes shot and fatally wound- 
ed at an early hour yesterday morning by 
Thomas Dawson, a farm laborer in the em- 
ploy of the girl’s father. When the news of 
the shooting reached the village a posse of 
armed men started in pursuit, but before they 
reached the huuse Dawson’s body was found 
lying in the road 200 yards from where the 
sheoting had taken place. Dawson had 
sent a bullet into his heart, and 
when the body was found the clothing 
was on fire from the close contact of the re- 
volver, The fire was put out with snow, but 
the bedy lay in the roadway until late in the 
afternoon until the coroner could summon a 
jury to inquire into the death. 

Ida Rutzen is a pretty black-haired girl, 17 
years old, who has a good common-school 
education and who has been a great favorite 
with the young people of the neighborhood. 
During the summer she was a frequent visitor 
at the home of Ernest Brown, a neighbor of her 
father, and it was there that ‘Dawson first saw 
the girl whose life he tried to end. Davson 
worked on Brown’s farm and during the visits 
of the girl to Mrs. Brown he became infatu- 
ated with her. To the girl, however, he had 
never said a word of the love he had for her, 
and the father knew nothing of it until after 
the shooting. Early in Uctober Dawson ap- 
plied to Farmer Rutzen for work. As he had 
the reputation of being a bard working young 
fellow he was given work, though he was 
known to be rather dissipated. During. the 
two months and a half that Dawson had 
worked for Rutzen he hardly said a half 
dozen words to Ida. She had not the slightest 
idea of his love for her, and had she known it, 
the father says, it would have made no differ- 
ence to her. 

How the Shooting Took Place, 

Tuesday night Dawson went into the village 
and he was with some companions drinki 
and carousing until after midnight. It was 
o’clock before he reached the farm, and in- 
stead of going to the room he occupied he 
passed the night in the barn. He did not ap- 
pear at breakfast time and the family sup- 
posed he had not returned from town. After 
breakfast the father left for the railroad sta- 
tion with milk to be shipped into town, and 
Ida went to the big barn—only a stene’s 
throw from the house—to feed a pet dog that 
had been sick. She was leaning over the dog 
and feeding it when she heard some one 
speak to her. Looking up she saw 
Dawson standing inside the door. She 
started to leave, but be got between 
her and the door and asked her why she was 
in such a hurry. She did not answer him and 
tried to push her way past, but he kept her 
from going by drawing a revolver, which he 
pushed in front of her face. “It is not load- 
ed,” he said, and as he spoke he pulled the 
trigger and the bullet struck the giri in the 
left wrist. She screamed with pain, and he 
saidtoher: “I thought it was not loaded. 
Does it hurt you? The girl begged him to 
let her by, but he pushed her to the floor and 
fired twice again, one ball striking her in the 
breast, the other taking effect in her neck, 
The revolver was held so close to her breast 
the second time he fired that her clothing 
caught fire from the powder. 

Dawson then ran through the rear door of 
arn and Ida started towards the house. 
She had gotten only half way when she fell to 
the ground. Her mother saw ‘her and after 
putting out the fire assisted her to the house. 
The physicians who were summoned pro- 
nounced the wound in the breast so serious 
that her iife was despaired of. She lay during 
theday in great agony, and death was mo- 
mentarily ex 

About the body of young Dawson was a 
gaping crowd of boys and men. He lay face 
down in the road between two rows of rail 
fence, his hat tumbled off, and the flesh of 
his breast and arms scorched by the fire 
which had caught from the revolver. He had 
been a handsome young fellow, witha clear- 
cut, intelligent face and a small, blonde mus- 
tache. His face had not been disfigured by 
the fire, though other portions of cis body 
had been burned, 

A Lynching Was Meditated. 


A half-dozen rifles and shotguns stood in 
convenient fence corners. They had been 
hastily gathered by the pursuing party when 
it started out. It was thought at first that he 
had hidden in the barn, and the men had 
come prepared to capture him at any cost. 
He has saved us a lynching,”’ they said. The 
riflos stood in mute evidence of the penalty 
which would have been meted out to him. 

But little is known of Dawson. He drifted 
into the community in July and got work on 
Brown’s farm. He told a story to some of 
the young inen he became intimate with, how- 
ever, and it was to the effect that he had been 
in the United States Army and had deserted 
from it in the spring. He said his company 
had been engaged in the fight at Wounded 
Knee during the Indian uprising of last win- 
ter, and he told his story with such details as 
to impress his hearers with a belief in it. He 
would not tell the company he had been in, 
and while he said he was from New York and 
had relatives living there, he never gave their 
address. He was not communicative, and the 
impression now prevails in Libertyville that 
he was guing under an assumed name. 
Frederick Rutzen is a German and has lived 
in Libertyville for the last eight years. He is 
a prosperous farmer and owns an extensive 
dairy. One of his daughters is married to 
Fred Triechel and lives immediately across 
the road from where Rutzen lives. Triechel 
owns a fine farm and has a large new house, a 
big barn, and a number of cattle. Rutzen 
has au extensive family. Besides the wife 
there are eight children, seven girls and one 
boy. Reinart Rutzen, the son, is a brakeman 
on a Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul passen- 

er train. The girls are Lena, Mena, Tena,

SEETHING LAKE OF MOLTEN LAVA. 


Extraordinary and Beautiful Phenomena 
on the Island of Hawaii. 

San Francisco Chronicle: Hawaiian ad- 
vices received by thé steamer Australia state 
that the lake of molten lava known as Hale- 
maumen, which formed in the crater of the 
volcano of Kilauea, on the Island of Hawaii, 
last April, has been steadily'increasing in 
depth and size till it is at least 1, 0 feet in 
length and 300 feet in depth. It is of irregular, 
oval form, and surrounded by almost per- 
pendicular walls. 

A correspondent of the Hawaiian Gazette, 
writing under date of Dec. 1, says: What a 
sight it presents. Golden red lava spouting, 
seething, hissing in every part of this large 
caldron; never still, but ever moving, rising 
or falling and flowing steadily toward the cen- 
ter, where it seems to pour back into and 
descend through the same vortex from which 
it is continually ej as from a fountain 
sting to fifty feet high, near the center of the 

ce. 

Besides these large fouatains, which seem 
to feed the lake and keep it supplied with 
fresh lava for the grand display, there are in- 
numerable smaller ones playing in every part 
of the lake, reminding one of the splash 
when a cannon ball falls into the water. The 
number of these is very large and quite im- 
possible to count when the lava is very active, 
as they are constantly in motion, some disap- 
pearing and new ones being formed. At this 
time they probably number a thousand, the 
smaller ones resembling torches, the larger 
ones miniature fotintain jets varying froin 
but all surpass.ogly 


two to ten feet 
brilliant. 

How they are formed has not been ac- 
counted for, but, like meteors, they come un- 
heralded and then disappear. The shores, 
like the illuminations of this grand lake, differ 
from any previously seen by the writer. 
Former lakes in Kilauea have been surround- 
ed by caverns into which the lava’ was driven, 
thrown up and out with a splashing noise. 
This one is different in this respxct in being 
surrounded on every side with a shore like 
that of a fresh water lake, on which the molten 
lava flows up like water on the shore. 

The resemblance is perfect, wave follow- 
ing wave, the white foam of the water being 
changed to a brilliant red in all its various 
hues, but otherwise a perfect sen beach sur- 
rounds the whole lake. Now, picture such a 
scene of molten sea with its red waves break- 
ing gently along the shore and receding, fol- 
lowed by successive waves painted in most 
brilliant red and always in motion. The in- 
terior of the lake is marked with innumer- 
able red ripples, and scattered among the 
whole are a thousand lighted torches, all in 
motion, forming a changing panorama, and 
you have a picture of the lava lake as it is now 
seen, one of the rarest and most beautiful 
sights ever exhibited in the voicanic history of 
this or any other country. It is a picture 
which no artist can paint, no pen fully de- 
scribe, and no person fully comprehend with- 
out seeing it. Were it located in California 
or anywhere in the United States it would at- 
tract more spectators than the Yosemite, the 
Mariposa big trees, the geysers, N iagars, or 
the Chicago Columbian Fair, or, indeed, all 
of these combined in one colossal show.“

Senator Plumb's Remains Are Received at 
His Old Home by Sorrowing

6:50 o’clock this evening the train bearing the

Jortley, assisted by the Rev. S. A. Norton. 
Thence the cortége wiil be conducted to 
the cemetery by the Hon. T. McCarthy, Com- 
mander of the Department of Kansas, G. A. 
R., escorted by Posts 55 and 464, accompanied 
by visiting comrades and old soldiers not 
members of the G. A 
N Kas., Bee 23.—[Speeiul.]— The 
ial train bearing the remains of Senator 
Plumb, the Congressional escort, and the 
State officers of Kansas arrived in this city 
from Kansas City at 1 o’clock this afternoon. 
The delay of two hours was caused by the ne- 
cessity of reémbalming the remains at Kansas 
City in order that the b 11 lie in state 
for the inspection of the thousands of people 
who gathered at the State Capitol. Such an 
enormous gatheringand proceskion were never 
seen before ata funeral in this State. The 
procession, which formed immediately upon 
the arrival of the train, was an hour in pass- 
ing a given point. The conduct of the 
crowd was in marked contrast to 
that usually witnessed at tne funeral 
exercises of prominent men. There was no 
laughing or talking. The day was clear and 
the temperature moderate, and fully 20,000 
ple had congregated along the advertised 
ine of march. Above the heads of the people 
hung the draped flags, long streamers, and 
festoons of black. The little band of eight- 
een who were members of the old Eleventh 
Kansas Regiment, of which the late Senator 
was Colonel, marched immediately in front 
of the Knights Templar, who were to have 
charge of the body after it reached the Sen- 
ate chamber. The Grand Army Corps of 
this city and the Kansas National Guards 
formed the guard, and immediately following 
them was the Congressional escort, the State 
officers, and twenty-two members of the 
Kansas State Senate who had voted to give 
the Senator a third term. The casket was 
taken from the car to the Senate chamber at 
2 o’clock. The Senate chamber had been 
beautifully decorated, the windows darkened, 
and chandeliers lighted. The casket was placed 
immediately in front of the President’s stand 
and draped. with the old battle flag of the 
Eleventh Kansas Regiment, which was too 
worn and mddled to be ex posed to the ele- 
ments. Fully 10,000 persons passed through 
the Senafe c ber to look on the face of the 
deceased 4 Not until it became evi- 
dent that thousands woula have to go away 
disappointed, did the crowd become unruly, 
The Congressional escort hurriedly went 
gh the form of viewing the remains and 
departed at once for the hotel to await the de- 
parture of the funeral train. The crowd 
thought the casket would be at once removed 
and it was necessary for the National Guards 
to keep the people back at the point 
of the bayonet.

soil. Young Plksemb 1s a rather effeminate 
young man, tall and slender, with smooth 
face, and wears gold spectacies. He does not 
look at all well, and spent a great deal of the 
time during the journey in his berth.

In the St. Paul's D Thirtieth 
street and Prairie avenue, there were sixty- 
five children in a group near the center of a 
tastily-decorated room. Beside them sat their 
teachers, and surroundimg them were the 
parents and near relatives. In the center of 
the room was a platform. On this was a 
Christmas tree, brilliant in all the glory and 
sheen of trumpets and the numerous other 
toys that delight childish hearts. 

Miss Cantwell was the directress of the 
exercises. At her order the tiny little men 
and women sang their songs and gave their 
recitations. Miss Ellison, one of the assist- 
ants, Belped the young voices with piano 
accompaniment, and Miss Griffen, Miss Frost, 
and Miss Cady assisted them in keeping time.

Kindergarten Grewth and Work, 


‘The first of these free kindergartens was 
organized ten years ago, and the number 
existing at the present time bears ample proof 
of their success. In 1881 the Eleanor Reid 
and the Halsted were organized: in 1882, the 
Railroad Chapel, the Armour, and the Beth- 
esda; in 1883, the Marie Chapel, the Taber- 
nacle, and the Plymouth; in 1884, the Ger- 
man, the Lincoln, and the Talcott; in 1886, 
the St. Paul’s; aE in a the Chicago Avenue; 
in 1889, the Willard and the Lincoln; and the 
Home for the Friendless, Dec. 30, 1890. 

The kindergartens reach 2,000 children not 
of school age and thus begio laying the foun- 
dation for usefui citizens. They are * — under 
the care of the Free Kindergarten Associ- 
ation, but the expenses of the separate kinder- 
gartens are met by benevolent societies and 
individuais. Those who take an active inter- 
est complain that this branch of the public 
institutions is not endowed, while some, the 
Chicago Public Labrary, for instance, are un- 
able to expend even the interest on its endow- 
ment principal 

Miss Eva B. Whitmore, Superintendent, 
speaking of the kindergartens, said: 

The association maintains a free training class 
of 100 earnest young women, under competent 
teachers and lecturers. The old idea that any- 
body can be a kindergarten teacher and play with 
a lot of children ie fast losing groun hese 
young ladies give their time in the forenoon to 
assisting the principals in the seventeen free 
kindergartens that are located in the most popu- 
lous — destitute 1 of the city. 

The expenses of the association are $4,500 
per year, which covers all expense, including sal- 
aries for two principals, lectures, etc. This is 
raised 3. 4 subscription. But it must be — Som 
stood that only one teacher. an aceeptable gradu- 
ate, receives pay for her services in the free 
kindergartens, and from five to six assistants in 
each school give their services to the children in 
the forenoon for the tuition receive from the 
association in the afternvon. This tuition thus re- 
ceived is considered lch ual to tuinon for the same 
time in the Chicago School or a lass 
young women’s 2 In this way the asso- 
ciation secures the services of eighty assistants 
for ten months (the school year), worth at least 
$40 per month apiece, making a total of $32,000 
service, for $4,500. We venture to assert there is 
no charity in the city that is so economically man- 
aged, more wisely administered, or that accom- 
plishes so much on so small an outlay, as there is 
no salary paid to any officer of the association 
nor any cOmmission allowed on collections.

In response to a telegram from Gov. Win- 
ans, ex-Kepresentative Robert R. Blacker of 
Manistee arrived here this evening and was 
tendered the appointment of Secretary of 
State. He is still considering the advisability of 
accepting the position and says be will not deti- 
nitely decide until tomorrow morning, but ad- 
mits that there is but little doubt that he will 
take the job. Until he formally announces 
his acceptance, however, he refuses tu discuss 
the question of-Deputy Rowley’s retention in 
oftice. When asked what he would do in the 
event of Blacker’s appointment, Mr. Cook 
said he was rot prepared tosay. Having saved 
Soper’s distance by filimga notice of with- 
drawal, Mr. Cook said he would bein shape to 
bring quo warranto proceedings to jest Mr. 
Blacker's right to the office at the January 
term of the Supreme Court if he saw fit to do 
so, but this was said in a manner which indi- 
cated that he would not see fit todoso. The 
situation tonight warrants the prediction that 
Secretary Blacker, for such will the Manistee 
man undoubtedly be after tomorrow, will 
never be bothered by any action, brought in 
behalf of Daniel E. Soper. It will be noticed 
that the latter’s letter to the Treasurer is not 
signed by him as Secretary of State. 

At 10 o’clock tonight, after a consultation 
with representatives of both Soper and Row- 
ley, Mr. Blacker informed Gov. Winans that 
he would accept the office. His commission 
will be made out tomorrow morning and he 
will take the oath of office at once. As both 
Cook and Rowley were present at the confer- 
ence it is practically certain that Blacker's 
appointment is satisfactory to both fac- 
tions and that Soper wili not molest 
him nor will he interfere with — 
ley’s continuance as Deputy Secreta 
Robert R. Blacker was born in Brantfo 
Ont., Oct. 31, 1845, and eame to Michigan in 
1864.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Measures Being Taken to Alleviate the Fam- 
ine in the Kussian Empire. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Dec. 23.—Secretary 
Blaine bas recejved from Minister Charles 
Emory Smith a comm ition setting forth 
the measures being taken by the Russian Gov- 
ernment for the alleviation. of the famine in 
the Russian Empire. The appointment of a 
committee composed of the highest govern- 
ment officials to deal with this problem indi- 
cates, the communication states, the gravi- 
ty of the situation which is presented by the 
short crops and the earnest. spirit with 
which the Emperor and his government meet 
it. In this connection the State Department 
makes public a letter received from the pub- 
lisher of the Erie Despatch containmg inaui- 
ries as to how far the government will aid in 
securing transportation to Russia of provis- 
ions and the reply of A. Gregor, the Russian 
Chargé d' Affaires in this city, in which he 
states that Russia will gladly forward from 
New York all donations of flour and grain. 
The communication. sets forth the needs as 
real and great. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission, in 
an opinion by Commissioner Veazey, an- 
nounced its decision in the case of the Hazel 
Milling company of East St. Louis against 
the St. Louis, Alton and Terre Haute railway 
and the Illinois Central railway. The rates 
for the transportation of flour originating at 
St. Louis and East St. Louis and shipped over 
these lines are the same. St. Louis shippers 
deliver flour to transfer companies at their 
stations in St. Louis aud defendants bear the 
cost of transfer to the East St. Louis 
railway station, the average being six cents a 
barrel. Or St. Louis shippers sometimes de- 
liver to the wagon transfer company at their 
mill doors and then bear half of the cartage 
expense, the defendants the other half. The 
commission holds that on flour destined to 
points outside the State which the initial car- 
rier requests petitioner to haul to ite station 
or which petitioner 1s compelled to haul there 
by reason of proper cars not being furnished, 
petitioner is entitled to a reduction of six 
cents a barrel on rates in force as long as de- 
fendants bear the cost of cartage for other 
shippers. 

A delegation of six Blackfoot Indians from 
their reservation in Montana have arrived 
here, and will have an interview with Secre- 
tary Noble. In an informal talk with Com- 
missioner Morgan the Indians requested the 
department to provide them with addi- 
tional stock and farming implements. They 
were willing to begin farming vhenever they 
were supplied with the necessary seed and tools. 
They also asked that their rations be increased. 
They strongly protested against parting with 
any more of their land.

He Discusses the Difference Between New 
York and Chicago Streets, 

Commissioner Aldrich returned from New 
York yesterday morning with the souvenirs 
of the Wocld’s Fair banquet and some new 
ideas about street cleaning. What impressed 
me most in New Tork.“ he said, was the 
clean, well-cared-for streets, and it is discour- 
aging to come back to Chicago and see the 
difference. ‘That is what impresses every Chi- 
cago businese-man who to New York, 
and they are usually loud in their complaints 
against the manner in which our streets are 
taken caro of. They don’t stop to think of 
the differenée in the situation of the two cities. 
New York has 365 miles of improved streets, 
while — has 765, over twice as — 
with about 5 per cent of New York’s appro- 
priations to keep them in order.

DEMISE OF ONE OF GRANT’S POST 


MASTER-GENERALS, 


Maryland’s Best-Known Republican Passes 
Away Full of Years and Honors Judge 
Warren of Jerseyville Goes to Join the 
Great Majority—Funeral in Chicago of 
J. M. Van Osdel—Michigan’s Famous 
“Fighting Preacher” Swelis the Mortu- 
ary List—Long List of Deaths, 


Barttmore, Md., Dee. 23.—[Special. ]|— 
John A.J. Creswell, ex-Postmaster-General, 
one of the most noted Republicans of Mary- 
land, and who for years was prominent in the 
national councils of his party, died at noon to- 
day of pneumonia, superinduced by the grip, 
at his home in Elkton, Cecil County. His 
health had been poor for several years, and 
his weakened constitution quickly succumbed 
to the malady which during the last ten days 
has carried off seven of Maryland’s best- 
known citizens. Mr. Creswell’s wife and the 
Rev, Dr. Osmond of the Presbyterian Church 
were with him when he 2 N 


[John A. J. Creswell was born at Port r 
Cecil County, sing 18. 1828. He graduated at 
Dickinson Colle He was admitted to 
the bar of 3 in 1850. In politics he was 
‘started out as a Whig. and cast first Presi- 
dential vote for Gen. Scott in 1852. When the 
know-nothing movement disbanded the Whig 
party Mr. Creswell became a Democrat, and was 
a delegate to the convention which nominated 
Buchanan in 1856. When the war broke out Mr. 
Creswell was loyal to the Union, and ever after- 
ward sustained the principles of the Republican 
party. 

In 1861 he was elected to the State Assem 
and in 1862 he was made Acting Adjutant-Gener 
of the State, and was indefatigable in his efforts 
to raise troops in 3 to en the Union. 
In 1863 he was elected to Thirty-eighth Con- 
gress from the First B. of Maryland, 
served on the Committees on Commerce and In- 
valid Pensions. He was a delegate to the ty pe 
lican National conven which nominated 
coln in 1864. In March, 1865, he was chosen by 
the Legislature to the United States Senate to 
fill the unexpired term of Thomas Holliday 
Hicks, who had died. Mr. Creswell served in the 
Senate on the Committees on Commerce. Agri- 
culture, and Mines and Mining and as Chairman 
of the Library committee.

ALBERT WOLFF OF “FIGARO.” 


Death in Paris of the Greatest Boulévardier 
of the Day. 

In large towns like Paris there are no lofts— 
landlords are nowadays too shrewd business- 
men to sacrifice any part of their house, and 
all lofts have, since the last fifty years, been 
transformed into garrets — series of little 
rooms (cham brettes) let at a comparatively 
high rental. But Albert Wolff, the greatest 
boulevardier of the day, the art and dramatic 
critic of the Figaro, who has just passed * — 
at the age of 65, was brought Up in A Col 
loft, and there he spent many a 
playing at soldiers with a collection re bright 
uniforms, a huge saber, and his little head in 
a lancer's schapska. These hervic remains 
had been worn before him on the battie-fields 
of all Duropean countries, Balls and sabers and

INVESTIGATING A BLUE CLAY FIND. 


Brickmakers Visit Libertyville — Claims 
Made for the Discovery. 

Extensive beds of blue clay, suitable for 
fine brickmaking, have been discovered at 
Libertyville, the county seat of Lake County, 
thirty-five miles northwest of Chicago on the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad. It 
is pronounced by experts to be of the best 
quality and of a character best suited for 
pressed brick, a kind found in few places in 
the West. Plans have be@n made for the 
erection of a large kiln as soon as a suitable 
freight rate is given by. the St. Paul road. 

A special train was run over the St. Paul to 
Libertyville yesterday carrying a number of 
interested persons to examine the clay beds. 
Among the number were several practical 
brickmakers and clay —— 

The deposit of clay un rlies a slopmg ridge 
a half mile east of the railroad station, beside 
asmall ravine. Five hundted acres is the ex- 
tent of ground covered by the clay beds, and 
it is said to be not less than fifty feet in depth 
at all points where borings have been made, 
and in one place much deeper. There is suffi- 
cient water at hand for mixing the clay for 
pressing. 

In the tests made 9 y experts three 
kinds of clay were found. e first and top 
deposit is a mixture of iron, sand, and biue 
clay, which burns to a good red 
color, Beneath it is a 
which burns to a cream color, similar to 
the brisk from Milwaukee. The lower stratum 
is a blue Glay with a mixture of fine sand 
which will prevent cracking when the bricks 
are burned. By proper mixture of the top 
stratum, which has the iron deposit, with either 
of the other clays, a beautiful mottled brick

hree sample bricks made from the three 
sorts of clay and burned in a Chicago kiln 
were shown the visitors, All elicited praise 
from the practical brickmakers. ‘There 1s a 
deposit of gravel on the same land, but it lies 
separate hoe the clay beds, which are almost 
entirely free from gravel. gravel bed is 
three-quarters of à mile long and a quarter 
wide and is on an average ten feet deep. It 1s 
said to be suitable for 8 wooden 
pavements and for use aking gravel 
roofs. 

John Woolridge of Libertyville was the first 
to discover the clay beds and the bank of 
gravel. He purchased the tract of ground and 
he has since associated with him for their de-

MICHIGAN LOSES LAN D 


RAILROAD COMPANIES WIN A TITLE 
IN SUPREME COURT. 


Swamp and Submerged Territory. Which 
Was Not Covered in the Original Survey 
Granted by the National Government 
Held to Not Belong to the State—Search- 
ing for the Body of Larsen on a Clew 
from Parrow’s Brother’s Testimony—De- 
tense in the Mather Trial Opens. 

Lansina, Mich., Dec. 23.—[Special }— 
Among the opinions handed down in the Su- 
preme Court today was one in the case of the 
State of Michigan vs. The Flint and Pere 
Marquette railway company, which is of great 
interest, as by it the title of several railroad 
companies, includmg the Flint and Pere Mar- 
quette, Grand Rapids and Indiana, and Jack- 
son, Lansing and Saginaw companies and 
their grantees to 1,500, 000 acres of land is con- 
firmed. In 1850 Congress passed an act graut- 
ing the State all the swamp and overflowed 
lands within its borders, and by subsequent 
legislation the latter accepted euch lands as 
were shown to be swamp or overffowed by the 
files of the Surveyor General's office, and it 
claims that the government by the act of its 
Officials acquiesced in such aceeptance. 

Some years after the first survey was made 
the government was prevailed upon to order a 
resurvey. This showed abcut 1,500,000 acres 
less of swamp and overflowed land than did 
the previous survey, which Michigan accept- 
ed, and when the State applied to the General 
Government for patents for these acres the 
application was refused and the lands were 
subsequently granted to the railroads named, 
The property which is directly and indirectly 
affected by this decision is worth fully $7,500 
000. The case will be appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

The only question discussed and determined 

by the opinion is that of estoppel, and it is 
held that the State has slept so long upon its 
right that its claim has become stale and that 
it cannot now assert title in itself. 


SEARCHING FORTHE BODY OF LARSEN 


A Clew Thought to Have Been Secured from 
Testimony of Darrow’s Brother. 

Hampton, Ia., Dec. 23.—[Special.|—The 
State closed its evidence in the Darrow mur- 
der trial today.
